The State Department of Agri- 
culture will have its Veterinarians 
in San Mateo County during the 
week to complete the testing of all 
cattle for tuberculosis. Cow owners 
whose animals have not been test- 
ed and whose names are not on 
file with the State Veterinarians 
should at once notify either the 
County Department of Public 
Yiealth and Welfare, Redwood City 
or Supervising Veterinarian Dr. E.

If the percentage of react- 
ing animals remains low San Ma-~ 
teo county wil} become what is 
known as a modified accredited 
county and so recognized by the 
Federal and State authorities. This 
will mean much to the owners of 
dairy cattle having animals to sell 
to outside buyers of dairy stock. 
This county is already a restricted 
area in the T. B. eradication pro- 
gram and no animals can be brought 
into San Mateo county that have 
not beet tested. The T. B. tests are 
made once a year without cost by 
the State Veterinarians and ali 
owners having cows that are due

Franklin Ernst Named 


Potato Program Head 


Franklin Ernst, former assist- 
ant county farm advisor at Los 
Angeles, has been placed in 
charge of the potato program 
work in California by Director B. 
H. Crocheron of the State Agricul- 
ture Extension Service. Mr. Ernst 
emphasizes the importance of all 
potato growers filling out past 
production record blanks at the 
offices of the county farm advis- 
ors in order that they will be able 
to comply with provisions of the 
act when it becomes effective. 

Under the provisions of the Po- 
tato Act, Secretary of Agriculture 
H. A. Wallace has fixed the na- 
tional and state tax-exempt sales 
allotments for the year beginning 
this December 1. The national al- 
lotment of 226,000,000 bushels is 
equal to the average annual sales 
of potatoes during the five years 
1929-1933. California’s allotment 
has been fixed by the Secretary 
at 7,017,000 bushels. 

Proposals are now being con- 
sidered in many of the commer- 
cial-producing areas throughout 
the country which are designed 
to increase growers’ income from 
the 1935 crop by the elimination

Too Many Children 
Housed In Old Schools 


A total of 58,307 California ele- 
mentary school children, in school 
districts not administered by city 
superintendents, attending 
schools built between 1870 and 
1909, according to the survey of 
School Building Adequacy con- 
ducted by the State Department 
of Education. 

In Santa Clara County 5 per 
cent of elementary school pupils 
are housed in buildings built be- 
fore 1899, 81.8 per cent of them 
are housed in buildings construct- 
ed between 1910 and 1929 and 4.1 
per cent are housed in schools 
built since then, shows the sur-

The survey continues, ‘“‘The edu- 
cation usefulness of a school build- 
As a general rule those buildings 
constructed before 1910 are abso- 
demands of a modern school pro- 
remodeling in accordance with 
modern standards is extremely dif- 
ficult and costly if not impos- 
sible.” 

It is pointed out that 1910 
marks the beginning of a new 
trend in school-house construction 
and design. It was in this year 
that the United States Bureau of 
Education published an article by 
Fletcher B. Dressiar, in which 
standards of lighting, health and 
sanitation were set up. The article 
had wide influence on planning 
programs throughout the nation. 
Rapid progress has been made 
since 1910 in designing school- 
housing facilities to meet de- 
mands. 

Conclusions from this part of 
the study include: 

1. Elementary school buildings 
in elementary school districes not 
administered by city superintend- 
ents of schools constructed 25, 35, 
45 and more years ago, which are 
educationally absolete, distributed 
throughout nearly all of the coun- 
ties of the state. Approximately 
25 per cent of the pupils enrolled 
in these districts are attending 
school in such buildings. 

“8. The “older schoo! _ buildings 
are for the most part the smaller 
buildings as indicated by the fact 
that the percentage of school 
buildings constructed during the 
earlier periods is greater than the 
percentage of pupils attending 
school in such buildings. 

3. Low financial ability may be 
ascribed as the reason for the 
continuing of educationally abso- 
lete buildings in use, such as a 
peneral rule the counties in which 
such buildings are located are 
hose counties with a relatively 
ow assessed valuation. 

4. New school buildings should 
be provided at the earliest pos- 
ible moment for pupils now at- 
ending school in educationally 
mbsolete buildings. In many cases 
will be advisable to provide new 
hool buildings at other than the 
resent locations and in some in- 
ances pupils may be_ better 
brved through the provision of 
roper transportation facilities 
an attending other schools al- 
bady existing.
